On the afternoon of June 21, 2017 the representative for the City of Lawrence submitted an
objection to the planned Vote to 3(a). The Chairman informed the committee that the
Department of Labor Relation’s General Counsel T. Jane Gabriel has been giving the letter
and he will be consulting with her on the content of the letter.

There was a 3(a) hearing held on this case on June 19, 2017. At that time, the 3(a) Panel
did not certified any issure nor did they make any recommendations due to the Employer’s
objection to the Union filing their issues late. At the 3(a) hearing the Chairman asked that
the parties submit briefs regarding the issues.

Fire Chairman, Matthew Reddy objected to the case not moving forward in the JLMC
process. He is concerned that the process is falling further behind due to the Town filing a
Unfair Labor Practice charge against the Union with DLR then waiting for the DLR’s
decision and now with the late filing of the issues resulting in waiting for briefs needing to
be filed.

Mr Reddy made a Motion to Vote to Arbitration. No second. Motion did not pass.
